ROASTED ALIVE IN A BURNING RAILWAY 
OAR. 


Greely, Col., Aug. 29.— The burning 
of the cireus car nine miles north of 
Greely was attended with indeserib- 
able horrors, which are published to-day. 
The burned car was next to the engine 
in a train of seventeen cars containing 

J merioan circus, which 
left. Fort Collins ‘about midnight for 
Golden over the Greely and Salt Lake 
Pacific road. The train was nearing 
Windsor, a small station near Greely, 
running about 25 miles an hour When 
the engineer discovered a car on fire. 
He reversed the engine, 6 
the whistle 1 were sixty 
men in the car arranged in thres tiers 
of berths on either side.

The performers who occupied the rear 
cars gazed with white faces at the awful 
spectacle. In the midst of the confu- 
sion two or three heroic souls appeared 
equal to the occasion, and brayely cut 
‘their way to their companions, to find 
‘them already in the agony of death. 
The heartrending cries of the men on 
the prairie, the smothered appeals of the 


dying within the car, the roar of the 


flames, and the howling of the animals 
made the scene terrible beyond descrip- 
tion. The odor of ‘roasting flesh, the 
distant cry of coyotes, added to the 
general horror of the scene. Meantime 
the engine had gone to Greely for assist- 
‘tance. It returned with Dr. Jesse 
Hawes. Many of the rescued having 
been pulled through a small window’ 
had their limbs broken and joints dis- 
located. Hands and fect were found 
burned off. Roasted trunks and bodies 
were found in one place and legs in an- 
other, and piles of roasted, shrivelled 
carcases were pulled out of the ruins. 
As daylight a flat cay carried the charred 
bodies into Colorado for interment. 
The County Commissioners buried the 
bodies in a huge céffin seven feet wide 
and ten feet long in Greely cemetery. 
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FOR CORDON'S RELIEF. 
LORD WOLSELEY AGAIN-IX COMMAND. 


Loxpor, Ave. 30.—The government 
has ordered 250,000 pounds more of. 
Chicago compressed beef for the Soudan 
expedition. 

Certain particulars with reference to the 
relief expedition 4 the Nile have been 
finally arranged. The force which will 
proceed south of Assouan will be com- 
posed of 8000 British troops 2500 Egypt- 
lan and a flotilla of 950 river boats. 
The boats will be manned by 400 Can- 
adians, 300 Kroomen and about 2000 
Egyptian and Nubian boatmen. The 
cost of the expedition is estimated at 
£8,000,000. 

It is reported that Gen. Lord Wolse- 
0 before accepting the chief conmand 
of the expedition, insisted upon being 
granted carte blanche as to the strength 
ofthe equipments of the force. The 
total number of British troops in Egypt 
at the present moment is 10,128, of 
whom 60] are on the sick list. When 
all the reinforcements destined for 
Egypt reach there the total number will 
be 15,000. 

The exact composition of the force 
which will take part in the expedition 
to Khartoum will not be decided upon 
until Gen. Wolseley reaches Egypt. 
General orders have already been given 
however to eliminate from the troops 
all men whose physique renders. it un- 
likely that they would be able to under- 
go the privations which the expedition 
will no doubt be exposed ‘to, Several
